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In  1832,  Daniel  Webster  said  in  a speech  before  the  United 
States  Senate,  "Of  all  the  contrivances  for  cheating  the 
laboring  classes  of  mankind,  none  have  been  more  effectual 
than  that  which  deceived  them  with  paper  money.

William  Jennings  Bryan  made  several  unsuccessful  attempts 
to  stabilize  our  curr'  cy  by  backing  it  with  silver  and  gold. 
He  was  laughed  at  ana  idiculed. 

Beginning  with  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  each  administration 
since,  including  Richard  M.  Nixon,  have,  by  removing  the 
gold  and  silver  backing  from  the  American  Dollar,  reduced 
it  to  a value  of  2i  cents. 

It  is  no  longer  profitable  to  collect  dollars,  as  such,  for 
the  monetary  value,  but  purely  as  antiques.  Collecting  them 
as  mementos  of  the  past  is  what  makes  paper  money  colx acting 
such  a fascinating  hobby.  This  fascination  is  responsible 
for  the  tremendous  growth  in  "The  Paper  Money  Coilectcrs  of 
Michigan".  We  now  have  members  all  over  the  world. 

M^ny  of  us  cul  • 
lect  Obsolete  Bank  Notes,  Wildcat  Bank  Notts,  Confederate 
Bank  Notes,  Southern  States  Currency,  Foreign  Currency,  or 
the  early  paper  money  of  the  United  States,  beginning  with 
the  series  of  1861  through  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes  of 
today.

THE  ERIE  AND  KALAMAZOO  RAILROAD  BANK 

’•  ADDISON  J,  COMSTOCK 


Addison  J.  Comstock,  son  of  Darius  and  Phoebe  Comstock,  was  born  in 
Palmyra,  Wayne • County , New  York,  October  17,  1802.  He  received  a 
good  business  education . and  about  the  year  1820  he  moved  with  his 
parents  to  Lockport,  Niagara  County  and  for  several  years  spent  his 
time  in  his  father’s  office,  who  had  the  contract  for  building  the 
locks  of  the  Erie  Canal  at  that  place.  In  the  fall  of  1825,  in  com- 
pany with  his  father,,  he  came  to  the  Territory  of  Michigan  and  pur- 
chased of  the  Government  six  hundred  and  forty  acrea  of  land  in 
Lenawee  County,  in  what  was  then  called  Logan,  now  Adrain,  On  part 
of  that  purchase  the  city  of  Adrian  now  stands.  Mr,  Comstock  returned 
to  the  State  of  New  York  and  on  February  14,  1826,  he  was  married  in 
the  town  of  Phelps,  Wayne  County,  New  York  to  Miss  Sarah  S.  Deane, 
daughter  of  Isaac  Deane  and  soon  after  started  for  their  new  wilder- 
ness home,  arriving  there  in  July  of  the  same  year.  They'  first 
stopped  with  his  father,  who  had  in  the  meantime,  located  at  what 
was  then  known  or  had  been  christened  by  the  old  gentleman,  "Pleasant 
Valley,  now  called  .Raisin  Galley  on  the  grounds  where  the  Raisin 
Valley  school  or. seminary  now  stands.  He  immediately  commenced 
building  a saw  mill  on  his  new  purchase  in  Logan,  now  Adrain  on 
grounds  just  below  where  the  Mineral  Springs  Hotel  was  located, 
which  was  in  running  order  in  November  following.  The  same  year  he 
erected  a log  house,  which  was  the  first  house  built  in  the  city 
limits.  The  house  was. built  for  his  hired  man,  John  Gifford,  and 
was  situated  directly  in  front  of  the  Gibson  House  and  about  the 
center  of  Maumee  Street.  The  house  was  occupied  first  by  Mr,  Gifford 
and  his  family  on  the  10th.  day  of  August,  182 6 and  a few  days  later, 
August  15th. , Mr.  Comstock  with  his  young  wife  occupied  their  new 
house  situated  in  the  beautiful  oak  grove  on  the  bank  of  the  River 
Raisin  on  the  same  grounds  later  owned. and  occupied  by  Mr.  Joseph  C. 
Jones,  on  the  South  side  of  Maumee  Street.  On  the  31st.  of  March, 

182^,  Mr.  C omstock . laid  out  and  platted  the  village  of  Adrian  and  the 
same  was  recorded  in  the  register’s  office  on  Tuesday  the  1st.  day  of 
April,  the  same  year.  The  village  was. named  by  Mrs.  Comstock  after 
the. Roman  Emperor.  The  plat  contained  forty-nine  lots,  which  was 
believed  to  be  quite  sufficient'  for  all  coming  time.  On  the  28th. 
day  of  May  he  was  chosen  town  clerk  of  Logan.  This  was  the  first 
election  held  in  the  town.  His  first  child,  Leander  Comstock,  was 
born  August  ?,  1827  and  died  on  the  8th,  of  the  following  October, 
which  was  the  first  birth  and  death  in  the  town,  At  the  first  cele- 
bration of  the  4th  „ of  July,  1828,  Mr.  Comstock  read  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  to  all  the  people  of  the  neighborhood,  consisting  of 
nearly  or  about  forty  persons,  young  and  old.  In  the  year  1829,  he 
was  appointed  first  postmaster  of  Adrain,  his  first  quarter’s  re-^ 
ceipts  being  nineteen  cents.  He  held  the  office  for  several  terms 
at  the  same  time  holding  the  office  of  Town  Clerk.  In  the  year  1829 
company  of  his  father-in-law,  Isaac  Deane,  built  the  Red  ’ 
Grist  Mill  later  owned  by  Elder  William  Benson.  Mr  Comstock  wa~  thp 
leading  spirit  in  the  long  and  bitter  controversy  on  thfremoval  of

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THE  ERIE  AND  KALAHAZO 0 RAILROAD  (Contd, ) ' 

Before  there  was  a railroad  in  Detroit,  Chicago,  Cleveland  or  any 
other  city  \7est  of  Schnectady,  New  York,  a train  ran  from  Toledo  to 
Adrain.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  such  early  Adrain  citizens 
as  Addison  Comstock,  Darius  Comstock,  George  Crane,  Joseph  Gibbons 
and  Dr.  C.  N.  Ormsby,  a charter  to  build  the  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Rail- 
way from  Toledo  to  the  Kalamazoo  River  was  obtained  from  the  Michigan 
Territorial  Legislature  in  1893-  The  people  of  Adrain  were  very  proud 
when  the  train  made  its  first  trip  on  October  3»  I836. 

The  railroad  started  at  Port  Lawrence  on  Lake  Erie,  North  of  Toledo 
and  came  across  to  Palmyra  on  the  present  New  York  Central  Line, 
where  it  followed  the  present  U.S,  Highway  223  until  reaching  the  big 
curve  East  of  the  "Wigwam'’,  Here  it  went  North  and  entered  'Adrain 
along  what  is  no w Maple  Avenue , known  then  as  Railroad  Street,  The 
depot  in  Adrain  was  located  where  the  Court  House  now  stands.  The 
line  was  never  extended  to  Kalamazoo. 

This  road  was  laid  with  a thin  iron  ribbon  (2  inches  wide,  5/8  inches 
thick)  on  oak  stringers.1  The  rails  were  grooved  and  stockholders 
living  along  the  tracks  could  run  their  wagons  on  it.  . The  first  few 
months  the  cars  were  drawn  by  horses.  On  January  20,  1837,  a. steam 
locomotive  arrived  in  Toledo  and  the  enthusiastic  owners  published 
this  advertisement  in  the  Toledo  Weekly  Blade: 

"It  affords  us  pleasure  to  announce  the  arrival  of  the  long 
expected  locomotive  for  the  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Railroad. 

The  business  of  our  place  has  been  embarrassed  for  the 
want  of  it;  goods  have  accumulated  at  our  wharves  faster 
than  we  could  transport  into  the  interior  on  cars  drawn 
by  horses  and  as  a natural  consequence  several  of  our 
warehouses  are  now  crowded  to  their  utmost  capacity.  It 
is  expected  that  the  engine  will  be  in  operation  in  a 
few  days  and  then,  we  trust  goods  and  merchandise  will 
be  forwarded  as  fast  as  they  arrive. " 

Another  Advertisement  reads 

"To  emigrants  and  travelers" 

"The  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Railroad  is  now  in  full  opera- 
tion between  Toledo  and  Adrain.  During  the  season 
trains  of  cars  will  run  daily  to  Adrain,  there  connect- 
ing with  a line  of  stages  for  the  West,  Michigan  City, 

Chicago  and  Wisconsin  Territory. 

"will  save  two  days" 

And  the  corresponding  expense,  by  taking  this  route 
in  preference  to  the  more  lengthened,  tedious  and 
expensive  route  heretofore  traveled,

Fare  to  Adrain  was  twelve  shillings,  about  &1-.  50  with  fifty  pounds 
of  baggage  free, Freight  was  four  shillings,  300,  for  each 
hundred  pounds. 
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The  employees  and : those  who  rode  on  this  train  often  had  interesting 
experiences.  It  is  said  the  engineers  were  cautioned  not  to  run  more 
than  ten  miles  an  hour,  because  the  iron  ribbons  sometimes . worked 
loose  and  they  might  fly  up  and  endanger  the  passengers  or  derail 
the  train.  The  passenger  car  was  a two  story  affair  and  was  apt  to 
jump  the  tracks.  The  car  had  three  sections  with  room  for  eight 
passengers  each.  If  there  were  no  interruptions,  the  trip  was  made 
in  about  a half  day,  but  a set  timetable  could  not  be  made. 

Often  passengers  had  to  help  repair  the  train.  Many  times  when  it 
ran  out  of  fuel,  wood,  and  water,  the -passengers  hunted  for  sticks 
and  water  to  help  build  up  the  steam  and  send  them  on  their  way. . 
Sometimes,  they  had  to  help  push  the  coach  up  a hill.  Justice  Giles 
0,  Vandergrift,  when  a boy  of  eight,  made  the  trip  with  his  parents 
in  June  of  1843.  It  took  over  four  hours  to  make  the  trip,  because 
of  the  stops  made.,  for  repairs. 

One  woman  relates  this  experience  about  her  trip  in  1843s 

" when  we  got  to  Toledo  the  morning  cars  had  just  gone,  .but  they 

told  us  there  would  be  another  train  going  out  at  two  or  five,  but 
there  were  not  any  more  going  out  that  day.  There  were  about  twenty 
of  us  in  company  waiting  for  the  cars.  We  then  heard  there  was 
difficulty  with  the  railroad  and  no  regularity  to  the  cars  and  the 
proprietors  .had  refused  to  pay  for  the  iand  so  the  people  commenced 
tearing  up  the  railroad  and  one  man  built  a log  cabin  and  went  to 
keeping  grocery  on  the  track.  The  stopped  the  cars  entirely  for  abou 
a week,  called  out  the  soldiers  and  finally  settled  it 

The  Indians  referred  to  this  noisy,  black  object  as  an  ’’iron  horse' 
or  a "hot  water  horse  that  spits  hot  water"  and  it  was  always  dif- 
ficult to  get  horses  to  go  near  it, 

By  1846  this  railroad  was  bankrupt  and  in  1849,  it  was  leased  by. 
the  Michigan  Southern  Railroad,  This  was  one  of  the  oldest  railroad 
leases  in  the  United • States  and  is  still  in  effect.  Stockholders 
collect  dividends  on  this  stock  each  year.  In  the  1880* s the  Erie 
and  Kalamazoo  tracks  were  torn  up. 

Tn  1832,  the  territory  planned  to  build  a railroad  from  Monroe,  on 
to  Lake  Michigan.  By  1844,  it  had  been  completed  to  Hillsdale. 

The  station  for  this  railroad  was  where  Monument  Park  is  today. . e- 
cause  of  this,  road,  there  was  a great  deal  of  land  speculation  in 
Adrain  and  some  of  the  earliest  plotted  is  around  French  and  Tabor 
Streets.  Leter  the  State  made  a branch  from  Lenawee  Juntion  to 
Tecumseh . 

Tn  1846,  the  railroad  was  sold  to  a private  corporation  and  became 
the  Michigan  Southern  Railroad.  By  1851,  it  had  been  completed  to 
White  Pigeon,  When  the  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  was  leased  the  station 
was  changed  and  erected  at  the  end  of  Tecumseh  Street,  For  a number 
of  years’ the  Michigan  Southern  was  prohibited  by  law  from  going  into 
Indiana,  so  service  stopped  at  White  Pigeon,  However,  in  1855 » "the 
railroad  merged  with  an  Indiana  road  giving  service  then  from  Toledo 
to  Chicago.  It  was  then  known  as  the  Michigan  Southern  and  Northern 
Indiana  Railroad.  Many  troops  were  carried  on  this  railway  during 
the  Civil  War.  ' The  line  from  Tecumseh  was  extended  to  Jackson  and 
from  Lenewee  Junction  to  Palmyra. 


THE  ERIE  AND  KALAMAZOO  RAILROAD  (Contd) .

Tn  1869,  the  railway  was  merged  with  a company  controlled  by  the 
Vanderbilts  and  became  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern,  from  & 

Chicago  to  Buffalo,  In  1914,  it  merged  with  the  New  York  Central 
and  had  service  from  New  York  City  to  Chicago.  The  station  is  still 
in  the  same  place  today  as  it  was  in  the  l84o*s,  although  in  1931 
the  old  station  was  torn  down  and  a new  one  built.  The  number  of 
passenger  trains  on  this  road  has  been  reduced  until  today  there  are 
none,  although  freight  is  still  carried  on  the  road.  In  1957>  "the 
last  passenger  train  on  this  line  went  through  Adrain, 

In  all  the  enterprises  of  building  roads,  bridges  and  mills  and  they 
were  many,  Addison  Comstock  was  the  first  to  lead/  This  same  year 
I836,  the  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Railroad  BANK  WAS  ORGANIZED  BY  SOME 
Eastern  parties,  in  which  Mr.  Comstock  took  of  the  stock.  The 
president  of  this  bank  was  Joel  McCullum  and  the  cashier  was  Philo  C. 
Fuller.  This  bank  closed  operations  in  1839.  In  the  year  1837, 

Addison  Comstock  started  the  BANK  OF  ADRAIN  with  a capitalization  of 
£150,000.00.  He  was  the  bank's  Resident  and  Warner  ,M.  Comstock  was 
the  cashier.  This  bank  proved  a bad  investment  and  in  the  year  of 
I839  it  merged  with  the  ADRAIN  INSURANCE  COMPANY  BANK  OF  ADRAIN  with 
a capitalization  of  £250,000.00.  The  president  of ' the  Adrain  Insur- 
ance Company  Bank  was,  Alfred  Knoxon,  and  the  cashier  was  Andrew 
Parker.  Addison  Comstock  was  one  of  the  principal  stockholders. 

This  bank  closed  its  doors  in  1853  and  Addison  Comstock  lost_  con- 
siderable money  in  these  two  ventures.  In  1853:  he  in  company  with 
others  purchased  the  old  suspended  Erie  and  Kalamazoo  Railroad  Bank 
charter  from  Governor  Washington  Hunt  of  New  York  and  revived  ^ 

that  institution  with  a capital  of  £100,000.00,  v/hich  through  cues-  ^ 
tionable  management  of  those  connected  with  him,  failed  in  1834, 
leaving  the  responsibility  of  its  liabilities  mostly  upon  Mr.  Comstoe' 
and  which  was  almost  the  financial  ruination  of  him.  Mr.  Comstock 
had  met  with  many  losses  and  reverses  before,  but  this  one  came 
well  nigh  proving  his  utter  ruin  and  causing  him  more  trouble  and 
anxiety  than  all  his  other  businesses  through  life.  From  that  time 
forward  he  almost  wholly  retired  from  the  active  business  life, 
except  to  extricate  himself  from  the  dilemma  which  had  been  so  un- 
justly brought  upon  him  by  others  and  was  in  a fair  way  of  so  doing 
when  death  came  to  his  relief.  He  died  suddenly  on  Sunday,  January 
20,  1867  at  his  home  in  Adrain  after  attending  the  M.E.  Church  in  the 
morning  of  which  he  had  .been  a prominent  member  for  many  years. 

A public  meeting  was  called  at-  the  council  room  to  take  measures  to 
express  the  deep  sentiment  of  regret  for  the  sudden  bereavement  and 
a committee  of  three  consisting  of  Henry  Hart,  F.  R.  Stebbins^and  T. 

P.  Thompson  were  selected  to  report  a series  of  resolutions  highly 
eulogistic  of  the  character,  lifg,  and  services  of  the  departed  friend 
and  neighbor.  The  Common  Council  held  a special  meeting  and  un- 
animously passed  similar  resolutions.  The  funeral  took  place  at. the ^ 

M.E.  Church  on  Wednesday  following,  and  long  before  the  time  appointed 
for  the  services  the  church  was  full  to  overflowing.  Services  were 
conducted  by  the  Reverend  B.  F.  Cocker,  assisted  by  Reverend  F.  A. 

Blades.  The  sermon  was  most  eloouent  and  was  listened  to  by  the  large 
congregation  with  great  attention.  His  remains  were  taken  to  Oakwood 
Cemetery  and  buried  in  the  family  burial  place.  Mr.  Comstock  was  the 
father  of  eight  children.  The  widow  of  Mr.  Comstock  died  November 
10th. , 1872  and  was  buried  besides  her  husband. 
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The  notes  of  the  BANK  OF  ADRAIN  are  rather  difficut  to  find,  especial- 
ly the  two  fives  and  the  ten  dollar  notes.  There  are  two  54.00  notes, 
one  with  and  one  without  the  Michigan  Safety  Fund. 


Very  little  difficulty  is  encountered  in  obtaining  the  notes  of  the 
ADRAIN* INSURANCE  COMPANY  BANK. 

The  notes  of  the  ERIE  AND  KALAM4.Z00  BANK  OF # ADRAIN  are  readily  avail- 
able with  the  exception  of  the  higher  denomination  notes,  especially 
the  $20.00,  the  $50.00  and  the  $100.00  notes.

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CANADIAN  PAPER  MONEY 

By  Don  Olmstead,  PMCM  7fl652 

Commencing  with  this  issue  of  the  "RAG  PICKER”,  it  will  be  my  pleasure 
to  submit  a regular  column  about  Canadian  Paper  Money.  As  the  number 
of  Rag  Pickers  grows  in  both  the  United  States  and  Canada,  there  is 
increasing  interest  in  Canadian  Notes.  Though  I have  only  been  col- 
lecting Canadian  notes  for  a few  years  I have  been  reading  every  thing 
I can  find  and  perhaps  knowing  what  is  required  I can  offer  the  sort 
of  information  that  collectors  seek  most. 

Each  column  will  be  composed  of  two  features,  the  first  being  a 
section  entitled  "Currently  in  Currency...”,  which  will  provide  the 
latest  in  developments  in  Canadian  note  issues,  research  discoveries, 
varieties,  errors,  etc.  The  second  section  entitled  "Looking  Back 
...”  will  go  into  one  or  more  aspects  of  the  history  of  Canadian 
notes  to  acquaint  readers  with  the  interesting  and  colorful  history 
behind  Canadian  paper  money.  Rather  than  plod  through  a heavy,  de- 
tailed history  of  Canadian  notes  issues  I will  try  to  cover  the 
topics  of  greatest  interest  such  as  asterisk  or  "Star”  notes,  the 
three-note  Centennial  issue  of  1967 > alphabetical  prefix  systems  on 
Canadian  notes,  etc.  If  you  have  a special  interest,  let  me  know, 

I’ll  either  answer  you  direct  or  if  there  is  enough  interest  in  the 
same  topic,  write  a column  about  it.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
discuss  the  topics  of  greatest  interest  to  current  collectos. 

"CURRENTLY  IN  CURRENCY. . . " the  Bank  of  Canada  released  the  new  multi- 
colored $1  notes  on  June  3rd.  , 1974.  The  release  of  the  new  issue 
$1 ' s follows  the  release  of  multi-color  designed  .$20,  $10,  and  $5 
notes  in  1969*  1971  and  1972  respectively. . . the  new  $1  have  come 
in  for  some  criticism  for  their  similarity  to  the$20  notes  in  color 
and  design  ...  though  released  in  1974  the  31  notes  are  dated  ”1973" 
as  they  were  scheduled  to  be  released  last  year?  prices  for  choice 
and  rare  Canadian  notes  are  being  effected  by  the  overall  surge  in 
prices  for  almost  anything  numismatic...  greatest  increases  have  been 
in  Dominion  notes,  all  1935  issue  notes,  the  Devil’s  Face  notes  of 
the  1954  issue  and  some  of  the  scarcer  Chartered  Bank  notes. . . as 
usual  the  scarcity  of  these  notes  is  the  determining  factor.  Cana- 
dian note  issues  are  very  small  in  many  cases  and  the  great  increase 
in  demand  far  surpasses  the  supply. 

"Looking  Back. . . for  a brief  outline  of  Canadian  paper  money  we  have 
roughly  four  parts.  The  first  being  the  "currency"  used  in  the  early 
days  of  our  nation,  a mixture  of  ’card  money’.  American  and  other 
foreign  notes,  etc. , prior  to  an  established  banking  system.  Second 
are  the  many,  many  Chartered  bank  notes,  vast  in  number,  simply 
beautiful  in  their  use  of  colors  and  designs  and  extremely  interest- 
ing in  light  of  the  bank  mergers,  failures,  etc.  Third,  is  the  era 
of  the  first  Government  paper  money  commencing  with  the  "Province  of 
Canada”  notes  dated  1866,  through  the  Dominion  notes  of  1870  to  1925  > 
v/hich  included  the  popular  25£  fractional  notes,  known  as  "shinplas- 
ters”  and  the  large  six  notes.  The  fourth  of  our  informal  partsis 
the  period  beginning  in  1935 1 when  the  Bank  of  Canada  was  established 
as  the  sole  authority  to  issue  currency  in  Canada.,  The  last  of  the 
Chartered  bank  notes  was  issued  in  1943  and  they  were  soon  phased  out 
of  circulation.  Only  Bank  of  Canada  notes  circulated  today  though 
many  Chartered  bank  notes  are  still  redeemable.  That  is  an  extremely 
simplistic  overview  of  Canadian  paper  money,  but  will  help  to  put  in 
it  it  in  an  understandable  framework  for  the  new  collector. 
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I hope  you  found  the  first  column  interesting.  You  comments . are 
eagerly  requested.  All  questions  will  be  answered,  if  you  wish  to 
write  me.

NEWS  FROM  THE  NEW  YORK  DISTRICT 

Things  have  started  to  pick  up  in  this  area  for  the  FRN  collector, 
seems  like  all  the  banks  in  ths  area  stock  up  on  new  notes  a month 
or  two  before  Christmas  and  then  they  last  until  the  middle  of  the . 
following  year.  After  a month  or  two,  I finally  got  tired  of  waiting 
and  took  a‘ trip  up  to  Saratoga  Springs  (one  of  New  York  States  horse 
racing  communities)  about  six  weeks  ago  and  I was  able  to  obtain  a 
pack  of  the  I969D  BE  block.  These  were  already  up  into  the  30 
millions.  Since  this  time  most  of  the  banks  in  this  area  have  re- 
ceived shipments  of  BE,  but  as  usual  the  low  numbers  went  some  where 
else.  Also,  I have  only  seen  three  I969D  B*.  Some  of  my  trademates  . 
in  other  districts  have  been  able  to  obtain  more  than  I have. 

Up  until  this  time  I had  been  getting  I969D  BD,  BC,  some  BB  and  BA 
and  - even  some  I969BB  at  the  local  banks.  I.  also,  obtained  some 
I969D  B9939xxxxC -notes  in  another  part  of  the  state,  which  are  listed 
elsewhere/ in  the  "Rag  Picker". 

I have  been  searching  through  some  circulated  notes  just,  to- get  an 
idea  of  what  notes  have  been  released.  This  originally  started  to 
find  out,  if  I could  find  any  of  the  conventional  printed  notes  in 
the  serial  range.  99840001-  99999999.  So  far  I have  found  only  notes 
from  I969B  BC  and  I969D  BB.  I have  also  been  able  to  find  notes  in 
the  other'' tough  to  get  COPE  snd  Gonv.  groups,  e.g.  I969B.B3.I36  ~ 
B3775B,  B3776  - B4288B,  E7744  - E8000  and  I969D  B2624  - B3264A.  Have 

not  as  yet  found  any  I969C  B7616  - B7936D. 

' ' / ‘ 

Since  I was  going  through  these  Notes  I also  decided  to  see  if  I 
could  put. together  a collection  of  the  Dillon  and  Fowler  Notes.  So 
far  I have  been  able  to  find  all  the  Fowler  notes  from  this  district 
except  B*  and  twenty  of  the  blocks  from  the  other  districts.  The 
other  districts  are  tougher  to  find  and  the  Dillon  do  not  show  up 
much  either.  Only  four  blocks  of  the  Dillons  so  far.  Star  notes  are 
also;  scarce  from  Try  observations  of  circulated  notes  as  I have  only 
found  1963A  G*. 

Some  of  the  notes  that  I have  found  that  might  be  of  interest  are: 
I963A  BB  ( 2 ) , • BC  (6)  and  BE  (2).  Most  of  these  have  been  in  fine  or 
better  condition  except  the  BE.  The  I963A  BC  were  XF-AU  with  one 
note  that  looked  like  it  was  CU  when  it  was  inserted  in  the  pack  of 
used  notes.  This  leads  me  to  speculate  that-  some  of  these  may  have 
been  released  recently  in  this  district.  The  serial  numbers  were  all 
in  the  range  from  B14339488C  to  B15430584C  with  one  found  earlier  in 
the  48  million, • I have  not  heard  of  any  in  CU,  but  I recommend  other 
FRN  collectors  be  on  the  look  out  in  case  some  have  been  released. 

I would  appreciate  hearing ' about  it,  if  any  show  up. 

This  search  has  reminded  me  of  earlier  days  before  the  silver  rush 
when  you  could  search  through  coins  and  find  something  exciting. 
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Although  the  collection  will  probably  not  be  worth  much  since  it  is 
not  CU,  it  is  still  exciting  to  find  one  of  the  scarcer  blocks  such 
as  the  63A  BB  or  BC.  It  has  been  relaxing  and  I would  recommend  it 
for  itstherapeutic  value  as  well  as  the  syngraphic  excitement.  Who 
knows,  I may  even  find  a 1963  DB  yet.
